Daughter of County Couple Suc­ 
cumbs to In iuries Suffered 
at Home in York 
Monday. 
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Katherine Elizabeth Bollinger, only 
child of Mr. and Mrs. Howard C. Bol­ 
linger, 605 North Water street, York, 
died Monday evening at 6:50 o’clock 
at the York hospital 
from injuries 
suffered in a fall down a flight of 
steps at her parents’ home, Monday 
morning. 
She was within a few days 
of her fifth birthday. 
The child suffered her fatal injuries 
at ll o’clock, Monday morning. 
Her 
mother was working at the bottom cf 
the steps and the little girl, wishing 
to go to her, began walking down the 
stairs. 
When she reached the third 
step, her foot slipped in some unex­ 
plained manner, and she tumbled down 
the entire length, approximately IT 
feet. 
Suffers Concussion 
The child’s head struck the cement 
floor at the bottom of the step*, in­ 
flicting a severe concussion of the 
brain and severe bruises in the region 
of the right eye. 
Mrs. Bollinger, seeing the condition 
of her daughter, rushed her to the 
York hospital in a taxi 
cab. 
She 
never regained consciousness. 
Upon 
her death, Monday evening, Coroner 
I . U. Zech was summoned and signed 
the death certificate, giving concussion 
of the brain as the cause. 
The child is .survived by her par­ 
ents, and her grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Jeffcoat, Mt. Joy town­ 
ship, and Mr. and Mrs. Edward Bol­ 
linger, Berwick township.

When about ten years of age, our 
father was foreman in the wool mill, 
near the Old Rock Chapel, near Heid­

On the afternoon of the 
day before the battle, we went for a 
stroll among the Confederate army. 
The fields beyond Heidlersburg, on 
the right of the state road going to 
Petersburg, was the camping ground 
for the coming night. 
Hundreds of 
acres were covered with soldiers. Hun­ 
dreds of cattle, hogs, sheep were just 
killed and each soldier was preparing 
his evening meal. 
We marched in 
among the soldiers. 
Several asked 
asked us our name and where we 
lived. 
We pointed them to the old 
log house near the Rock Chapel. Then 
we informed the soldiers that our pop 
j and maw came from Virginia. 
Scarcely had we said this, when a 


picture cards were thrown away. One 
of them said: “Son, those are called 
cards and when the soldiers go into 
battle these cards, which are us$d by 
gamblers, are ail thrown away, be­ 
cause no soldier wants cards* found 
on his dead body. 
Where you hear 
those big guns, the soldiers have start­ 
ed to kill each other.” 
Our father burnt our picture cards 
and as we grew up the thought struck 
us most forcibly, if not fit to be found 
on a dead man how can they be an 
honor to a live one.
